Q. I will be 65 next month and 
want to apply for medicare, but 
am afraid my employer will find . 
out my true age and fire me. Does , ^ 
he have to be informed? 

A. No. Slhzuu security records 
are confidential and w'e will not 
infonn your rniployer without 
your written permission. You 
should come in o the social sec¬ 
urity office and file imme- i-telv 
in order to get fulb medicare 
coverage. 

Q. Will medicare pay my hos- 
pital bills if I stay in the hospi- j 
tal when my doctor tells me 1 am j ^ 
able to go home and will it pay j 
for a diagnostic test every week j 
if the doctor believes I need one 
only every two weeks? 

A. No. Tlie medicare program 
does not tell you which doctor you 
should go to, but once you choose 
your <ioctor. he decides what serv¬ 
ices you need and where to get 
them. The medicare progi-am will 
pay only for Senices received ac¬ 
cording to his recommendations. 

Q. I am entitled to medical in¬ 
surance benefit under the medi- f 
care program. 1 am unable to walk j 
without help and need assistance 
in taking medicine, bathing, mak¬ 
ing my bed. My daughter has 
been helping me but she will soon 
be getting married and leaving 
home. What I really need now is 
nursing care. I would be able to 
get around much better if 1 had a 
wheel chair. Does the medical in¬ 
surance program provide anythin 
like this? 

A. Your medical insurance cov- 
evs both the rental of medical 
equipment such as a wheel 
for use in the home and also 
vides part-time nursing care if 
■ your doctor decides you need 
them. Discuss it with your doctor 
and he will decide whether yotf 
need these supplies and seiwices 
and will set up the plan foj* get¬ 
ting them. Be certain to take your 
medicare card with you when you 
go to your doctor. 

Q. 1 understood from what I 
have read that you can enroll 

for medicare 3 months before or 
3 months after age 65. is this 
correct? 

A. Yes, this seven month span 
is your fii*st enrollment period. 
However, to be fully protected by 
medical insurance as of the first 
day of the month you attain age 
65, you must enroll no later than 
the month before your birthday. 
If you enroll later, your medical 
insurance will start from one to 
three months after the month of 
enrollment.

TIPS ON EARLY SEASON 
FISHING 

Early spring offers both 
trials and triumphs for the 
fisherman. Tliough fish are per¬ 
fectly Willing to acommodate 
the aims of anglers, getting the 
two together sometimes proves 
difficult. 

Adverse water conditions of¬ 
ten defeat fishermen this time 
of year, note the fishing au¬ 
thorities at Mercury outboards. 
High winds, changing tempera¬ 
tures and muddy water caused 
by heavy spring run-offs all 
cause frequently encountered 
problems. 

Winds that often discourage 
anglers can actually have bene¬ 
ficial effects on fishing. They 
may hasten wanning in sopus 
areas and kick up such a fuss 
on windv/ard shores that bot¬ 
tom-burrowing creatures are 
dislodged or exposed to raven¬ 
ous game fish. Exercise boating 
caution, of course, but remem¬ 
ber the wind can be a friend. 

Rising temperatures set off 
a roving instinct in winter- 
chilled fish, particularly among 
the younger and more adven-! 
turesome of the breed. And' 
they may be found just about 
anywhere in the upper levels 
of a lake.
